Report of Monroe School District 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monroe: 

The names of the teachers and the number of pupils 
registered in each school this year to date are as 
follows: North Monroe, Mary L. Brill, followed by 
Gladys J. Dunkley in the winter term, 13 pupils; 
Number 8, Elsa R. Johnson followed by Lily Ward Saw- 
yer in the winter term, 9 pupils; Monroe Plain, Violet 
M. D. Ward, 22 pupils; Pollard, Emma May Henry, 12 
pupils. With the exception of Miss Johnson the 
teachers have all been capable and efficient and are 
getting good results. 

The supply of experienced and successful teachers 
who are willing to take a one room school is still very 
low. As aresult, good salaries and satisfactory living 
conditions must be offered to induce them to work 
in rural schools. The sympathetic and interested at- 
titude of the patrons of the school also helps to keep 
a teacher contented and gives her needed encourage- 
ment to do better work. On the other hand the suc- 
cessful teacher must expect to give a large part of 
her vacations to professional study and reading, or 
attendance at summer schools, in order to insure per- 
sonal growth and to obtain better results from her 
teaching from year to year. 

During the present year, new curtains have been 
purchased for the buildings at the Plain and at Num- 
ber 3. New blackboards have been put in at Pollard 
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and at the Plain. Other minor repairs are contempla- 
ted with the funds on hand. It would seem desirable 
to raise enough money for the next few years to paint 
one building a year in addition to any other necessary 
repairs. 

On the evening of October 9 Commissioner Butter- 
field held a school and community meeting at Monroe 
Plain. The teachers of the town with their pupils held 
classes to show the actual work of the school room 
and modern methods: of teaching. Mr. Butterfield 
then spoke of the work of the schools of today in 
contrast with those of forty years ago. There was 
a good audience. 

The average attendance for all schools last year 
was 94% with 4 non school days. The record at the 
Plain and at Pollard was unusually good. The poor- 
est attendance was at the north end of the town. 
Only one pupil in town was neither absent nor tardy 
during the year, Anna Choate. 

This year state aided districts are allowed by the 
state $1.50 per pupil towards the salary of a school 
nurse who devotes all of her time to the work during 
the school year. By combining with the supervisory 
union south of this union it has been possible to em- 
ploy Miss Underhill as school nurse for the year with- 
out direct cost to the districts receiving state aid. The 
state recognizes that the health of the children is of 
-prime importance. 

I appreciate the pleasant relations which have ex- 
isted during the year with all connected with the 
schools.
